ed States and Mexico. No one 
knows just what the future holds 
in respect to this new disease. The 
occurence of it will depend largely 
on climatic conditions which are 
favorable for rust development in 
the spring. It is possible ‘that 
this new stem rust will pose @ 
critical problem for the wheat in- 
dustry in Tulare county. 
According to experiments which 
were conducted this year by Schal- 
ler and Sunesun one of the moat ' 
susceptible wheat varieties is Ra- | 
mona No. 44. This is the common 
wheat yariety now grown in this 
area since it produces greater 
yields than any other wheat va- 
riety under dry-farming condi- 
tions of low rainfall and high 
spring temperatures. 

Ramona 44 wheat is only slight- 
ly resistant to the new wheat 
stem rust, and it is possible to 
jhave rather severe reduction in 
iva and quality from the dis- 
ease. 


The only real control for this 
new wheat stem rust, should it 
appear in Tulare county, is a shift 
to growing the new Ramona No. 
50 wheat. This is a new release 
which is being planted this fall 
for the first time.

‘hunting effort and can shoot 
‘straight, should have no difficul- 
Fes in bringing in a limit of two 
| birds when the season opens this 
‘Saturday. 
| Nature provided an abundant 
crop of pheasants this year 
| wherever habitat and other condi- 
Yions permitted. In addition to 
this, the fish and game depart- 
ment has done its usual good job 
of artificial production to aug- 
ment the supply of wild birds with 
the coop and scoop variety. 

The fish and game men will 
operate 15. cooperative hunting 
areas this season on which thou- 
sands of pheasants will be liberat- 
ed just prior to the opening day 
and then at intervals throughout 
the ten day season, thus we have, 
out of the coop to be scooped up by 
the huntsmen. These cooperative 
hunting areas are under control 
but are capable of accommodating 
many thousands of sportsmen at 
one time and the waiting line is 
never discouragingly long. 

In addition to the above, sev- 
eral. areas will be open to, public 
hunting without restrictions or 
controls of any type. These “‘free’”’ 
areas will also be heavily planted 
with birds. One of these free areas 
is along the banks of the Buena 
Vista Lake where 2,000 birds will 
be liberated each day of the sea- 
son.
